‘$11 BILL’ BRINGS OWNER 
ONLY A DOLLAR 


A North Philadelphia — secretary’s 
dream of possible fame and fortune 
when she turned over a family heirloom 
—an $11 bill—to the Secret Service on 
Aug. 16, vanished last night with the 
disclosure she would receive just one 
dollar for her souvenir. 

Thomas J. Kelley, agent in charge of 
the Philadelphia office of the Secret 
Service, made it quite clear that the bill 
was fraudulently altered and she would 
be paid ‘‘on its face value.” 

The bill was composed of two split 
bills pasted together, the face of a $1 
bill and the back of a $10 note. 

Lillian Konoff, of 2404 N. Patton 
st., a Federal office employe, was given 
the ‘funny money” by her father before 
his death. She had kept it as a souvenir, 
first in her jewel box and later in her 
purse. 

The Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing had no explanation for the freak 
money, other than “human frailty.” A 
stamp and coin dealer said after its dis- 
covery here that if the bill was genuire, 
and not a so-called “‘split bill,” it might 
bring thousands of dollars. 

All this faded for Miss Konoff with 
the announcement last night that the 
“funny money” has been destroyed as 
“contraband” and for it a one dollar 
redemption will be sent from the U. S. 
Treasury Department in Washington.

HOLD MAN FOR MAKING 
‘RARE COINS’ 


WICHITA FALLS, Tex., Sept. 5. 
A 62-year old yardman was in jail to- 
day, awaiting a talk with Secret Service 
men about some 1944 pennies that were 
changed into apparently rare 1914-D 
coins worth $3.50 or more. 


Oscar Nelson told officers he first 
started doctoring the pennies about a 
year ago. He insisted he had disposed of 
only a handful. 


Paul D. Sullivan, local coin shop 
operator, told police he bought two of 
the coppers marked 1914-D from the 
man. The marking means the coins were 
issued at the Denver (Colo.) mint in 


1914, 


But Sullivan sent the coins to a col- 
lector in California. He wrote they had 
been altered by filing or cutting the extra 
points from the first figure four. 


EDITOR’S NOTE 

These phony 1914 D cents can be 
detected by looking for the extra wide 
space between the 9 and 4+. There also 
are some counterfeited 1914D cents 
made from 1934 D cents by eliminating 
the three points of figure 3 also leaving 
a wide space between the 9 and the 3. 
These counterfeit 1914 D cents can be 
easily spotted by a collector.
